Current statutes do not allow the reconstruction of farmhouses or other residential structures if they are 
substantially damaged and are located within the regulatory floodway. As directed by the legislature through 
ESHB 1963 and ESHB 2934 the floodplain management regulation was amended to provide a process 
through which a waiver to the reconstruction prohibition can be provided as a recommendation to the local 
permitting authority.
